THE UST Of 
CORNS 
CALLUSES 
& WARTS 


The main treatment of corns anc) 
calluses is to reduce ^hem t0 V?? 
point where the shoe doesn t push 
them down on the nerve endings. 
This can be done with a callus file 
or the use of caustic agents like 
salicylic acid. These work 
good but if you get the solution on 
the live skin it will tend to eat your 
dang foot off. The solution is ap­ 
plied daily for 3 to 7 days and then 
the feet are soaked in warm w a t e r 
and this will soften the corns and 
calluses enough to where they can 
be peeled off. 
Compared to corns and calluses/ 
warts are a whole different kettle of 
fish. There are about 7 or 8 d ir 
ferent kinds of warts and the most 
common of all is called a common 
wart. They occur mainly on the 
hands and fingers. 
Flat warts are most common 
among children, usually occuring 
on their face and forehead. Planters 
warts are found on the soles of the 
feet and if they are on a pressure 
point they can hurt like the dickens. 
Another wart that seems to give 
people a lot of trouble has got the 
wild sounding name of periunga . 
These occur on the sides of the 
nails and are hard to treat in fact 
you pert near need to go to a doctor 
to do any good with them. 
The treatment of warts is much 
the same as with corns. Another 
method of wart removal is to rub 
the wart with a copper penny and 
bury the penny under the light of a 
full moon.
